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The  Department  also  has  a  major  responsibility  for  American  Indian  reservation  communities  and  for  people  who  live  in  Island  Territories  under 
U.S.  administration.

What  You  Can  Find  In  This  Document  - 


Feature  Articles:  Several  articles  have  been  developed  on  high 
public  interest  topics  throughout  the  District.  These  articles  cover  such 
topics  as  river  planning,  paleontology,  wild  horse  program,  etc.  A 
District  map  is  included  to  help  orient  you  to  the  geographic  areas 
represented  by  these  articles  as  well  as  other  information  throughout 
the  document. 

Program  of  Work  Summary:  In  an  effort  to  provide  abrief  summary 
of  work  accomplished  during  the  last  fiscal  year  (Oct.  1 , 1 99 1  to  Sept. 
30,  1992)  and  work  to  be  accomplished  this  fiscal  year  (1993),  a 
summary  of  the  work  and  units  planned/accomplished  is  displayed. 
Although  it  is  not  a  detailed  listing,  it  does  indicate  the  magnitude  of 
the  work  the  Prineville  District  has  accomplished  or  expects  to 
complete. 

Plan  Implementation  Progress:  This  provides  a  brief  report  of  the 
progress  made  last  fiscal  year  toward  implementation  of  the  District's 
three  land  use  plans.  These  plans  include  the  John  Day  Resource 
Management  Plan  (RMP)  completed  in  1985,  the  Two  Rivers  RMP 
( 1 986)  and  the  Brothers-LaPine  RMP  ( 1 989).  The  District  is  presently 
doing  an  RMP  Amendment  for  the  Central  Oregon  Urban  Interface 
area,  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  late  summer  1993.  (See 
feature  article  regarding  this  initiative.) 

We  are  also  initiating  an  amendment  to  theTwo  Rivers/John 
Day  RMP's  to  address  numerous  issues  that  have  evolved  since 
completion  of  these  plans.  We  will  issue  a  Notice  of  Intent  (NOI)  by 
May,  1993  and  release  a  "preliminary  issues  and  alternative"  docu- 
ment later  this  coming  summer.  We  expect  to  complete  the  Record  of 
Decision  for  this  amendment  by  Spring,  1995. 

Rangeland  Program  Summary:  This  section  documents  progress 
made  to  date  toward  implementing  the  rangeland  decisions  made  over 
the  past  few  years  from  the  Brothers/LaPine  Resource  Management 
Plan  (RMP),  the  Two  Rivers  RMP  and  the  John  Day  RMP.   This 


section  is  quite  detailed  and  hopefully  provides  the  reader  with  a  clear 
and  concise  idea  of  implementation.  The  opportunity  to  comment  on 
this  section  is  detailed  therein,  especially  with  regard  to  "affected 
interests". 

Volunteer  Program  Activity/Opportunities:  The  BLM  depends 
very  heavily  on  volunteer  service  by  the  public  in  numerous  activities/ 
roles  to  help  manage  the  public  lands.  Countless  hours  of  high  quality 
public  service  have  been  donated  annually  throughout  our  District  and 
the  State.  This  section  of  the  summary  will  highlight  the  valuable 
contributions  that  these  dedicated  volunteers  make  as  well  as  provid- 
ing information  about  the  types  of  opportunities  available  for  future 
volunteer  work  in  the  District. 

Environmental  Assessment(EA)  Register:  The  Eastern  Oregon 
BLM  Districts  have  been  distributing  an  EA  register  to  interested 
individuals  and  groups  for  several  years.  This  provides  an  opportunity 
to  become  involved  or  provide  input  into  a  variety  of  planned  projects 
on  an  individual  project  basis.  A  notice  of  availability  of  these  EA's 
will  be  placed  in  the  "Central  Oregonian"  newspaper  of  Prineville  as 
well  as  the  newspaper  source  closest  to  the  proposed  action. 

Mailing  List  Update:  The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  enable  the 
District  to  update  its  mailing  lists  by  verifying  addresses  and  to  reduce 
duplication  or  unnecessary  (and  costly)  mailings.  Another  purpose  of 
this  clip-out  section  is  to  assist  you  in  letting  Prineville  BLM  know 
what  issues/topics  interest  you.

Wild  Horse  Program 


A  little  known  program  in  the  Prineville  District  is  the  wild  horse  program.  The  district  has  two  areas — Liggett  Table  and  Murderer's 
Creek — where  wild  horse  herds  are  managed  to  protect  the  horses  and  to  maintain  a  healthy  herd  size  for  the  capacity  of  the  particular 
area. 


Liggett  Table  Wild  Horse  Area 


The  Liggett  Table  Wild  Horse  Area  lies  45  miles  southeast  of  Prineville,  Oregon,  between  Camp  Creek  and  the  South  Fork  of  the 
Crooked  River.  The  area  covers  25,000  acres  and  extends  into  the  South  Fork/Sand  Hollow  Wilderness  Study  Area.  The  vegetation 
varies  from  dense  stands  of  western  juniper  to  open  sagebrush-bunchgrass  lands  and  offers  ideal  habitat  for  the  small  number  of  horses. 

Wild  horses  in  the  Liggett  Table  area  run  in  rolling  hills  that  generally  slope  northeast  into  the  South  Fork  of  the  Crooked  River.  Horses 
have  been  in  the  area  since  the  1920s.  Area  ranchers  gathered  horses  from  time  to  time  until  the  passage  of  the  Wild  Horse  and  Burro 
Act  in  1971,  but  they  could  never  capture  the  entire  herd. 

Management  of  the  Liggett  Table  Wild  Horse  Area  is  directed  to  maintaining  between  1 5  and  25  wild  and  free  roaming  horses.  When 
herd  size  reduction  is  needed,  all  captured  stallions  will  be  removed  and  replaced  with  new  bloodline  stock  from  other  wild  horse  areas. 

Murderer's  Creek  Wild  Horse  Area 

The  Murderer's  Creek  wild  horse  area  is  located  some  30  miles  southwest  of  John  Day,  Oregon  on  the  west  slope  of  the  Aldrich 
Mountains,  along  the  South  Fork  of  the  John  Day  River.  Elevation  ranges  from  2,500  to  6,600  feet  over  an  area  of  approximately  97,000 
acres. 

Characterized  as  "tough  horse  country,"  the  area  has  steep,  rugged  terrain  coupled  with  brush  and  timber  that  made  horse  gathering 
extremely  difficult.  Historically ,  ambitious  buckaroos  would  run  the  wild  horses  as  recreation,  occasionally  gathering  a  few  head.  But, 
because  of  the  terrain,  the  wild  horse  has  been  well  protected  and  has  survived  despite  being  pursued.  The  herd  has  been  in  the  area 
at  least  75  years. 

Because  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  is  such  a  large  land  manager  in  the  herd  area,  there  is  a  Cooperative  Management  agreement  between 
the  U.S.  Forest  Service  and  the  BLM  which  provides  for  coordination  between  the  agencies.  In  excess  of  300  horses  are  estimated 
in  the  area  while  management  is  directed  toward  maintaining  a  herd  of  100  head. 


Oregon  Trail  Sesquicentennial  Anniversary 


The  Prineville  BLM  District  is  continuing  projects  supporting 
the  1993  Oregon  Trail  Sesquicentennial  (150th)  celebration 
effort. 

Oregon  Trail  projects  within  the  Prineville  District  include  new 
signs  at  the  existing  Fourmile  Canyon  interpretive  site  and 
development  of  two  interpretive  sites  on  the  west  side  of  the  John 
Day  River  crossing. 

Numerous  Oregon  Heritage  signs  will  be  installed  adjacent  to 
state  and  county  highways  in  commemoration  of  the  Meek  Trail 
(1845)  which  was  an  Oregon  Trail  cutoff.  These  signs  will  be 
located  near  the  route  to  interpret  the  Meek  Trail  story.  Accord- 
ing to  that  story,  followers  of  Stephen  Meek  are  believed  to  have 
been  the  first  emigrants  to  traverse  this  part  of  central  Oregon. 
In  addition  to  the  interpretive  signs,  a  self-guided  walking  tour 


recounting  early  transportation  history  will  be  developed  within 
the  Wagon  Road  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern. 

The  Crook  County  Historical  Society  and  the  Crook  County 
Oregon  Trail  Planning  Committee  will  host  a  wagon  train 
reenactment  along  approximately  thirty  miles  of  the  Meek 
Cutoff,  some  of  which  will  cross  BLM  lands.  The  wagon  train 
will  take  place  from  July  7  -  9, 1993  and  participation  will  be  on 
a  first  come  first  serve  basis  as  space  is  limited.  If  interested  you 
can  contact  Garry  Boyd  of  the  Bowman  Museum  in  Prineville 
at  447-3715. 

In  the  summer  of  1993  the  Crook  County  Oregon  Trail  Planning 
Committee  will  also  be  sponsoring  "Find  the  Blue  Bucket  of 
Gold"  contest.  Daily  clues  will  lead  participants  along  the  Meek 
Cutoff  in  search  of  the  "blue  bucket  of  gold"  containing  prize 
money  and  situated  on  BLM  land. 


Urban- Wildland 
Interface 


A  year  ago  BLM  and  interested  members  of  the  public  began  an  effort  to  identify  issues  concerning  population  growth 
and  development  near  public  lands  around  Bend,  Redmond  and  Sisters.  At  a  well  attended  public  workshop,  a  mix  of 
both  problems  and  opportunities  were  identified. 

Growth-related  problems  identified  were  firearm  shooting  conflicts,  trash  dumping,  off-highway-vehicle  use,  access 
to  public  lands,  tree  cutting,  and  vandalism.  These  concerns  are  supported  by  1992  statistics,  in  the  form  of  reports 
to  BLM,  which  show  two  serious  shooting  incidents,  103  dumping  incidents,  35  access  complaints,  and  48  trespass 
complaints. 

Identified  opportunities  cover  a  broad  range  of  possibilities  including  a  firearms  shooting  range,  city  parks,  a  church 
facility,  a  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  (VFW)  hall,  a  star  watching  park,  a  model  airplane  site,  land  exchanges,  and  a 
juniper  forest  preserve.  Current  uses  are  diverse  and  include  horseback  riding,  bicycling,  walking,  jogging,  picnicking, 
livestock  grazing,  mining,  and  rights-of-way  for  road,  telephone  and  power. 

Progress  has  been  made  on  several  issues,  as  listed  below,  during  the  past  year: 

A  firearm  shooting  range  proposal  for  the  Barr  Road  area  and  an  alternate  site  have  been  identified  and 
are  currently  being  evaluated.  The  alternate  site  is  about  20  miles  east  of  Bend  along  Highway  20. 

A  preliminary  Deschutes  County  landfill  location  has  been  identified. 

An  acquisition  near  Cline  Falls  has  been  proposed. 

Plans  are  being  developed  to  place  interpretive  signs  at  the  Wagon  Road  Area  of  Critical  Environmental 
Concern  in  coordination  with  the  upcoming  Oregon  Trail  celebration  in  1993. 

Twenty  citizens  have  volunteered  to  assist  the  BLM  refine  the  major  issues  and  establish  a  range  of  alternatives  to  be 
examined.  Four  separate  citizen  work  groups  will  each  focus  on  specific  geographic  portions  of  the  area.  Input  from 
last  winter's  public  workshop,  letters  and  proposals  received,  and  resource  specialists'  knowledge  of  the  area  will  be 
used  in  determining  the  significant  issues  and  formulating  alternatives. 

An  increasing  number  of  problems  are  developing  in  these  interface  lands  relative  to  natural  resources,  user  conflicts, 
and  public  safety.  Public  demand  to  use  these  lands  in  various,  and  sometimes  conflicting,  ways  is  correlated  to  the 
area's  population  influx.  The  interface  planning  effort  is  taking  a  close  look  at  the  situation  to  discern  how  these  lands 
can  be  managed  for  a  sustainable  balance  of  natural  and  social  resource  needs. 

A  draft  interface  plan  should  be  ready  the  summer  of  1993,  but  continued  citizen  involvement  will  be  needed  to 
complete  the  plan  and  improve  management  in  our  urban-wildland  interface  lands.  If  you're  interested  in  becoming 
involved  in  this  effort,  please  contact  Shaaron  Netherton  or  Phil  Patemo  at  447-41 15. 


Paleontology 


The  Prineville  District  paleontological  program 
was  active  during  FY  92.  One  noteworthy  accom- 
plishment was  renewal  of  the  BLM/National  Park 
Service  (NPS)  interagency  agreement  between  the 
Burns  and  Prineville  Districts  and  the  John  Day 
Fossil  Beds  National  Monument.  After  five  suc- 
cessful years,  the  program  agreement  needed  only 
a  slight  modification  which  reads  that,  when  nec- 
essary, the  district  will  provide  the  NPS  with 
cultural  resource  assistance. 


The  district  also  signed  a  volunteer  agreement  with 
the  Oregon  Museum  of  Science  and  Industry 
(OMSI)  through  its  Camp  Hancock  field  station 
near  Clarno  to  inventory  the  Sorefoot  Creek  fossil 
site.  After  having  appropriate  classroom  training, 
student  groups  will  inventory  and  record  fossils  at 
this  locality.  This  cooperative  effort  will  be  a 
mutually  satisfying  project  that  provides  OMSI 
students  with  first-hand  experience  and  apprecia- 
tion of  the  rich  and  varied  paleontological  re- 
sources located  on  the  Prineville  District  and  in 
central  Oregon,  while  the  BLM  will 
gain  a  systematic  inventory  of  one  of 
its  many  important  fossil  localities. 

In  cooperation  with  the  John  Day 
Fossil  Beds  National  Monument,  the 
district  organized  and  co-hosted  a  pa- 
leontological workshop  for  BLM  ar- 
cheologists.  Objectives  of  the  work- 
shop were  to  provide  information  on 
identification,  significance  evaluation, 
protection  and  management  of  the 
paleontological  resources. 

Development  of  the  district's  paleon- 
tological program  will  be  continued 
in  FY  93 .  Signs  will  be  placed  around 
the  Logan  Butte  Area  of  Critical  Envi- 
ronmental Concern  to  protect  this  sig- 
nificant fossil  locality  from  continued 
unauthorized  removal  of  vertebrate 
specimens.  In  addition,  the  BLM 
State  Office  has  hired  a  paleontologist 
for  a  one  year  appointment  to  assist 
with  program  and  policy  develop- 
ment, and  to  provide  each  BLM  Dis- 
trict with  direction  for  management  of 
their  paleontological  resources.

TELEMETRY 

STUDY 


A  three  year  study  to  determine 
seasonal  habitat  needs  and  produc- 
tivity levels  of  sage  grouse  in  the 
high  desert  of  central  Oregon  is 
being  completed  this  year.  Female 
sage  grouse  (hens)  were  trapped 
either  by  using  a  net  gun  or  a  spot- 
light and  dip  net.  Hens  were  then 
banded  and  equipped  with  a  solar 
powered  radio  transmitter.  A  radio 
scanner-receiver  made  it  possible 
to  locate  the  birds  and  allowed  pe- 
riodic monitoring  throughout  the 
year. 


Although  not  complete,  preliminary  analysis  of  2 
years  of  telemetry  data  has  identified  key  areas  for 
nesting,  brood-rearing  and  wintering  habitats.  Habitat 
characteristics  have  been  measured  at  bird  locations 
throughout  the  four  seasons.  During  these  2  years,  24 


hens  were  monitored  during  the  spring.  Of  these,  only 
3  hens  nested  successfully,  with  1  brood  producing  3 
chicks  which  survived  into  the  fall.  Clearly,  for  at  least 
those  two  years,  this  low  productivity  will  not  support 
the  current  population  of  sage  grouse. 


For  many  years  the  Prineville  Dis- 
trict had  been  surveying  strutting 
grounds  in  the  spring  to  monitor 
sage  grouse  populations.  With  the 
continuing  decline  in  bird  num- 
bers, it  was  evident  to  the  BLM  and 
the  Oregon  Department  of  Fish  and 
Wildlife  (ODFW)  that  further  in- 
formation on  sage  grouse  habitat 
requirements  was  necessary  to  ad- 
dress the  habitat  needs  of  the  bird 
throughout  its  life  cycle. 

This  cooperative  study  with  the 
Oregon  Department  of  Fish  and 
Wildlife  and  the  Redmond  Chapter 
of  the  Oregon  Hunters  Association 
is  to  be  completed  in  late  1993  with 
the  release  of  the  final  study. 


Pipeline  Expansion  Project 


The  Pacific  Gas  Transmission/Portland  Gas  & 
Electric (PGT/PG&E)  Pipeline  Expansion  Project  be- 
gan on  BLM-administered  lands  in  central  Oregon  in 
late  May  when  Bechtel  Corporation  started  construc- 
tion. The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  expand  the 
pipeline's  transporting  capability  to  nearly  one  billion 
cubic  feet  of  natural  gas  per  day  from  Alberta,  Canada, 
to  Fresno,  California.  A  42-inch  steel  pipe  is  being 
placed  adjacent  to  the  existing  30-inch  line,  which  was 
constructed  in  1962  and  continues  to  transport  natural 
gas  today — some 
30  years  later. 

Five  construction 
areas  (spreads)  are 
included  in  the  850- 
mile  project,  and 
portions  of  spreads 
2  and  3  are  in  Or- 
egon. Each  spread 
is  divided  into  an 
"A"  and  "B"  part. 
Of  the  145  miles  in 
spreads  2A  and  3B, 
approximately  33 
miles  are  on  public 
lands  administered 
by  the  Prineville  BLM  District. 

Spread  2A  begins  near  Redmond  and  terminates  near 
Condon  80  miles  to  the  north.  Gregory/Cook  Incorpo- 
rated (a  company  based  in  Houston,  Texas)  was 
awarded  the  construction  contract  for  spread  2A  and 
started  heavy  blasting  on  May  26, 1 992.  An  estimated 
90,000  pounds  of  dynamite  was  used  on  BLM-admin- 
istered lands  alone  in  grading  portions  of  the  right-of- 
way  and  excavating  the  trench.  The  five-foot  wide  by 
eight-foot  deep  trench  generated  approximately 
100,000  cubic  yards  of  shot  rock  on  BLM-adminis- 
tered lands.  Disposal  of  this  material,  most  of  which 
was  excess,  presented  a  real  challenge.  Some  of  the 
material  was  creatively  placed  in  the  right-of-way  and 
used  to  build  outcrops  in  contours  that  closely  re- 
sembled the  area's  topography.    Other  excavated 


material  was  used  to  close  borrow  pits  that  had  been 
opened  as  sources  of  fine  material  to  be  used  in 
bedding  and  padding  of  the  pipe  in  the  trench. 

A  variation  from  the  existing  pipeline  was  granted 
from  Kent  Compressor  Station  to  near  Condon,  Or- 
egon. This  variation,  known  as  the  John  Day  Varia- 
tion, is  approximately  20  miles  long  and  was  located 
to  avoid  the  unacceptable  disturbance  to  Pine  Hollow 
and  Thirty-Mile  drainages  encountered  in  the  1962 

pipeline  construction. 
The  variation  created 
many  different  chal- 
lenges, not  the  least  of 
which  was  crossing  the 
Hanifin  and  John  Day 
Canyons.  The  eleva- 
tion drops  nearly  1,700 
feet  into  the  John  Day 
Canyon  to  the  John  Day 
River  crossing,  and  the 
northeasterly  ascent  out 
of  the  canyon  has  a  simi- 
lar elevation  change. 

Doyle  Maggard,  Super- 
intendent for  Gregory/ 
Cook,  said  repeatedly  that  spread  2  A  was  the  toughest 
pipeline  construction  he  has  ever  seen.  After  this 
year's  construction,  Doyle  felt  he  could  build  a  pipe- 
line anywhere  in  the  world! 

Spread  3B,  awarded  to  Willbros  Energy  Services 
Company,  ties  in  with  spread  2A  near  Redmond  and 
continues  to  an  area  south  of  LaPine.  It  is  65  miles  in 
length.  Construction  began  in  late  October  of  1992, 
and  will  be  largely  completed  by  May  of  1993. 
More  than  15  miles  of  spread  3B  on  BLM-adminis- 
tered lands  requires  trenching  in  solid  rock. 

A  10-mile  segment  called  the  Shaniko  Loop  was 
deferred  in  1992.  This  segment  will  cross  BLM- 
administered  land  at  Cow  Canyon  adjacent  to  High- 
way 97,  north  of  Madras.  The  Shaniko  Loop  will  be 
constructed  under  a  separate  contract  in  1993. 


Fire  Management 
Organization 

The  fire  management  organization  on  the  Prineville  District  is 
responsible  for  coordinating  fire  related  activities  for  both  the 
Central  Oregon  and  the  Deschutes  Resource  Areas.  Responsi- 
bilities include  fire  prevention,  presuppression,  detection,  sup- 
pression, prescribed  burning,  fuels  management  and  aviation 
use. 

The  district  is  a  participant  in  the  Prineville  Interagency  Dis- 
patch Center,  which  includes  the  BLM,  Ochoco National  Forest, 
and  the  Oregon  State  Department  of  Forestry.  The  Center 
dispatches  all  fire  fighting  resources  with  the  concept  of  using 
the  closest  available  forces,  which  means  any  agency  may  be 
assigned  to  another  agency's  fire.  The  district  averages  96 
wildfires  a  year,  most  of  which  are  lightning  caused. 


District  fire  protection  resources  include  fire  engine  crews 
located  in  Prineville  and  at  satellite  guard  stations  located  at 
Maupin,  Dayville  and  Paulina.  A  helitack  crew  is  also  located 
at  the  Prineville  Airport.  A  helitack  crew  is  a  fire  fighting  crew 
assigned  to,  and  specially  trained  in  utilizing,  a  helicopter  for  fire 
fighting.  There  are  seven  permanent  employees  within  the  fire 
organization,  along  with  a  seasonal  force  of  up  to  32  personnel 
during  the  wildland  fire  season. 

In  addition  to  protecting  lands  on  the  Prineville  District,  Fire 
Management  protects  nearly  64,000  acres  for  the  Ochoco  Na- 
tional Forest  in  the  Maury  Mountain  area.  In  exchange,the 
Deschutes  National  Forest  protects  46,500  acres  for  BLM  in  the 
LaPine  area.  The  district  also  protects  nearly  3,500  acres  for  the 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  in  the  Prineville  Reservoir  area.  There 
are  also  several  areas  of  exchanged  protection  with  the  Oregon 
Department  of  Forestry.  Close  cooperation  is  done  with  five 
adjacent  national  forests,  the  Warm  Springs  Indian  Reservation, 
and  the  John  Day  Fossil  Beds  National  Monument. 

Fire  prevention  is  coordinated  through  the 
Central  Oregon  Fire  Prevention  Cooperative. 
The  district  also  has  an  active  prescribed  burn 
program  conducted  under  the  supervision  of 
the  fire  management  organization.  The  goal 
of  the  prescribed  burn  program  is  to  meet  a 
diversity  of  resource  objectives,  including 
wildlife  habitat,  watershed,  and  range  im- 
provement, and  fire  hazard  reduction.  An 
average  of  2,000  acres  of  prescribed  burning 
accomplished  on  the  district  each 
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Lower  Deschutes  River  - 


Planning  and  Implementation  Update 


January  1 993  marked  the  culmination  of  a  complex,  multi- 
yearplanningeffortonmeLowerDeschutesRiver.  On  this 
100  miles  of  river  above  its  confluence  with  the  Columbia 
River,  BLM  emphasis  is  now  shifting  from  planning  to 
implementation. 

Users  familiar  with  the  Deschutes  River  will  see  some 
changes  starting  with  the  1993  season.  There  will  be  new 
information  boards  and  signs  in  all  drive-in  BLM  camp- 
grounds. Riparian  protection  projects  will  be  implemented 
in  some  of  the  more  heavily  used  riverside  recreation  sites. 
In  an  effort  to  protect  natural  values,  camping  and  parking 
will  be  limited  to  designated  areas  with  implementation  to 
take  place  over  several  years.  Maintenance  on  the  last  five 
miles  of  the  Macks  Canyon  road  will  also  be  completed  in 
1993. 

Maintenance  work  done  last  year  involving  20  camp- 
grounds, 80  toilet  sites,  and  numerous  trash  collection 
points  is  helping  set  the  stage  for  more  emphasis  on  plan 
implementation  in  the  coming  years.  In  addition,  BLM 
modified  some  toilets  for  disabled  access.  The  upper  12 
miles  of  the  Macks  Canyon  road  has  been  maintained  over 
the  last  two  years,  the  Trout  Creek  Trail  to  Mecca  Flat  has 
been  maintained,  and  the  Trout  Creek  Recreation  Area  has 
largely  been  rehabilitated. 


Visitor  services  continue  at  generally 
the  same  level  with  several  excep- 
tions. Law  enforcement  along  the 
river  was  increased  and  much  stron- 
ger coordination  has  also  occurred 
with  Oregon  State  Parks  and  Recre- 
ation, Oregon  Department  of  Fish 
and  Wildlife,  Oregon  State  Police, 
and  the  Confederated  Tribes  of  the 
Warm  Springs  Reservation. 

Grazing  use  along  the  river  will  be 
modified  as  a  result  of  the  evaluations 
being  completed  for  the  last  1 1  graz- 
ing allotments  along  the  lower  De- 
schutes River.  There  will  be  various 
changes,  including  reductions  in  year- 
long grazing  in  riparian  areas  to  win- 
ter/early spring  use  only,  changes  in 
time  of  use  of  upland  pastures,  spring  developments,  and 
exclosure  and  pasture  fences.  All  changes  are  being  planned 
to  accomplish  vegetation  improvement  goals. 

Additional  fish  habitat  and  water  quality  studies  were 
initiated  in  1992,  and  more  are  expected  in  future  years  to 
add  to  the  data  collected  the  past  15  years.  A  raptor 
inventory  will  be  conducted  in  coordination  with  the 
Oregon  Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife,  and  monitoring 
of  six  plant  species  on  the  Oregon  Natural  Heritage  Data 
Base  will  continue. 

Informal  monitoring  has  been  done  over  the  years  on  74 
cultural  resource  sites  in  the  canyon,  and  a  systematic 
monitoring  effort  is  being  created.  In  addition,  interpretive 
signing  is  planned  for  several  locations  to  provide  more 
information  to  the  public  about  the  area's  cultural  heritage. 
The  BLM  has  made  a  commitment  to  implement  the 
Deschutes  River  Plan  in  a  coordinated  effort  with  state 
agencies,  local  governments,  the  Confederated  Tribes  of 
the  Warm  Springs,  interest  groups  and  citizens.  The  intent 
of  this  coordination  is  to  provide  a  unified  management 
strategy  involving  all  agencies havingjurisdiction.  Through 
this  approach,  the  BLM  hopes  to  maintain  or  improve  the 
natural  and  cultural  resource  base  while  providing  for 
continued  recreational  use. 
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JOHN  DAY  RIVER 
MANAGEMENT  PLAN 


With  550  river  miles  ,the  John  Day  River  system  is  one  of  the  largest  free-flowing  river  systems  in  the  United  States. 
The  Main  Stem,  North,  Middle  and  South  Forks  of  the  John  Day  River  have  no  large  dams  across  them.  As  this 
river  flows  through  a  large  area  of  northeastern  Oregon  on  its  way  to  the  Columbia  River  near  The  Dalles,  it 
fraverses  and  drains  land  managed  by  many  private  landowners  and  numerous  local,  state  and  federal  agencies. 
These  agencies  have  numerous  responsibilities  for  managing  various  aspects  of  the  river  which  results  in  a  major 
challenge  for  coordinating  management  of  the  river. 

The  Prineville  District administers  significant  public  land  holdings  within  many  segments  of  the  river  system.  The 
BLM  is  also  responsible  for  land  use  planning  and  management  of  two  river  segments  totalling  194  miles  that 
Congress  designated  as  Wild  and  Scenic  in  1988.  For  planning  and  administration,  the  John  Day  River  system 
is  divided  into  11  segments  and  BLM  has  responsibility  for  managing  the  public  lands  on  eight  of  the  segments. 

Four  of  these  eight  segments  are  designated  Wild  and  Scenic,  which  means  management  decisions  for  these 
segments  must  protect  and  enhance  the  outstandingly  remarkable  values  for  which  Congress  designated  them. 
These  outstandingly  remarkable  values  include  water  quality,  fisheries,  scenic  quality  and  recreational 
opportunities. 

A  citizen  Ad  Hoc  group  and  other  key  contacts  are  assisting  in  developing  a  management  plan.  This  plan  is  being 
designed  to  coordinate  management  decisions  on  the  eight  segments  while  also  considering  existing  land  uses  and 
land  planning  on  the  three  other  segments  of  the  river  system  where  BLM  has  no  jurisdiction. 

Of  special  importance  for  the  John  Day  River  system  are  management  decisions  which  could  affect  salmon  and 
anadromousfish  management.  The  John 
Day  drainage  is  a  critical  fish-producing 
river  system  in  the  Columbia  River  drain- 
age. 

The  Proposed  John  Day  River  Manage- 
ment Plan  and  Environmental  Impact 
Statement  is  scheduled  for  public  review 
starting  in  April  1993.  A  90-day  public 
comment  period  will  include  associated 
public  meetings  and  briefings.  Anyone 
interested  in  participating  in  this  plan- 
ning effort  is  encouraged  to  contact  the 
Prineville  BLM  and  ask  to  be  placed  on 
the  mailing  list  for  this  project. 
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Program  of  Work  Summary 


An  annual  commitment  to  a  program  of  work  is  made  by  the  Prineville  BLM  District  through  the  budgeting  process,  and  progress  is  tracked  during  the  year 
through  a  units  of  accomplishment  accounting  system.  On  the  following  table  is  a  summary  of  the  fiscal  year  1992  units  planned  and  units  completed,  and  the  planned 
program  for  fiscal  year  1993. 

Units  planned  are  estimates  made  prior  to  the  start  of  the  year  and  may  vary  considerably  from  the  actual  units  completed  due  to  changes  in  priorities  during 
the  year,  public  demand  requests,  and  other  factors. 

This  list  should  help  you  understand  the  wide  variety  of  multiple  use  management  activities  undertaken  annually  on  public  lands  by  the  Prineville  District.

The  success  of  the  district's  volunteer  program  is  evident 
in  its  continued  growth  and  ability  to  accomplish  many  on- 
the-ground  projects  and  services.  Well  known  throughout 
BLM,  the  volunteer  program  offers  a  wide  diversity  of 
volunteer  opportunities  for  individuals  or  groups  to  assist 
in  the  management  of  public  lands.  It  also  facilitates 
community  outreach  partnerships  and  stewardship  oppor- 
tunities. 

These  opportunities  include,  but  are  not  limited,  to  posi- 
tions as  Campground  Hosts,  Recreation  Technicians  and 
Resource  Aides,  RiverRangers,  Back  Country  Wilderness 
Rangers,  Wildlife  Technicians,  Fish  Technicians,  Range 
and  Botanical  Assistants,  Hydrology  Technicians,  Mining 
Claim  Analysts,  and  Office  Assistants.  Organized  events 
such  as  the  river  clean-up  float  trips,  John  Day  and  De- 
schutes River  tree  planting  projects,  riparian  rehabilitation 
projects,  and  the  Adopt  An  Open  Space  program  also 
provide  rewarding  volunteer  opportunities.

Some  hosts  volunteered  for  only  two  weeks 
while  others  endured  (and  enjoyed)  the 
entire  summer.  Together,  these  volunteers 
worked  a  total  of  3,550  hours  greeting 
campers,  providing  information,  and  col- 
lecting visitor  use  information. 

The  1993  volunteer  Campground  Host 
opportunities  are  available  for  individuals, 
couples,  or  families  at  several  campgrounds 
throughout  the  Prineville  District,  but  pri- 
marily along  the  Lower  Crooked,  Lower 
Deschutes  and  John  Day  Rivers.  These 
spectacular  areas  boast  excellent  fishing, 
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hiking,  nature  walking,  and  boating  opportunities.  Camp- 
ground Hosts  welcome  and  provide  information  to  camp- 
ers, conduct  educational  programs,  collect  visitor  use 
information,  conduct  resource  restoration  work,  and  main- 
tain campground  facilities.  Hosts  should  enjoy  working 
with  people  and  living  in  remote  areas,  without  utility 
hook-ups.

Recreation  Technicians/Resource 
Aides 

The  summer  of  1992  brought  16  individual  Recreation 
Technician  and  Resource  Aide  volunteers  to  the  Prineville 
District.  Spending  several  days  to  several  months  with  the 
BLM,  these  dedicated  and  enthusiastic  volunteers  com- 
pleted many  important  tasks.  Among  the  projects  com- 
pleted were:  a  campground  inventory,  installation  of  cattle 
guards,  visitor  use  information  collection,  posting  of  pub- 
lic lands,  monitoring  of  Wilderness  Study  Areas,  the 
inventory  of  potential  wilderness  areas,  repairing  of  wild- 
life guzzlers,  stream  surveys,  creating  an  informational 
display,  and  mapping  visual  resources. 

Recreation  Technicians  and  Resource  Aides  can  be  either 
individuals  or  organized  groups  with  the  ability  to  perform 
a  variety  of  duties  depending  on  interest  and  skill  level. 
Tasks  may  include  those  described  above  as  well  as 
conductingrecreationandotherresource  inventories;  imple- 


menting  environmental  restoration  work;  assisting  with 
interpretive/  environmental  education  projects;  and  con- 
ducting field  research  for  fisheries,  botany,  wildlife,  range, 
and  other  resource  programs.  These  volunteers  should  be 
in  reasonably  good  physical  condition  and  enjoy  working 
with  people  as  well  as  alone  in  remote  areas.

Other  Individual  Volunteer 
Positions 

•  Prineville  resident  Bob  Tavemia  has  worked  for 
several  years  as  a  BLM  facilities  surveyor  volunteer. 
In  1992,  Bob  contributed  525  hours  and  saved  the 
BLM  more  than  $15,000  in  contract  costs. 

•  Three  Resource  Specialist  volunteers  contributed 
more  than  200  personal  hours  to  help  during  the  PGT/ 
PG&E  Pipeline  installation  that  stretches  between  the 
Trout  Creek  drainage  south  to  Highway  126. 

•  Two  Student  Conservation  Association  (SCA)  vol- 
unteers contributed  425  hours  toward  the  upward 
trend-setting  hydrology  program  on  the  Prineville 
District. 

•  Fourteen  highly  motivated  individuals  participated 
in  the  Prineville  District's  range,  wildlife,  and  botany 
programs  by  conducting  activities  such  as  collecting 
sage  grouse  monitoring  and  telemetry  data;  locating 
golden  eagle  nests;  maintaining  guzzlers;  and  con- 
ducting office  administration  duties.  In  total,  these 
volunteers  contributed  more  than  1,100  hours. 

•  Three  individuals  seeking  career  development  op- 
portunities contributed  over  400  volunteer  hours  while 
collecting  macroinvertebrate,  stream  typing,  and  fish 
population  data.  Without  these  individuals,  much  of 
the  on-the -ground  data  necessary  to  manage  riparian 
and  aquatic  habitat  would  never  have  been  collected.

River  Clean-Up  Activity 

Spring  of  1992  signaled  a  new  beginning  for  the  Lower 
Crooked  Wild  and  Scenic  River.  This  was  when  169 
volunteers  from  all  walks  of  life  gathered  together  to 
enhance  the  river's  scenic  quality  by  collecting  and  remov- 
ing over  28,500  pounds  of  trash  from  steep  and  difficult 
terrain. 

The  clean-up  event  was  a  cooperative  effort  including 
businesses  and  agencies  such  as  BLM,  U.S.  Forest  Service, 
Oregon  Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife,  Burlington  North- 
em,  Oregon  State  Parks,  Outward  Bound,  and  Trout  Un- 
limited. Fire  helitack  crews  from  other  districts  used  the 
clean-up  effort  as  a  training  exercise  while  assisting  the 
project.  A  volunteer  contribution  of  1,610  hours  and 
numerous  monetary  donations  saved  the  BLM  well  over 
$25,000.  The  success  of  the  project  is  credited  to  the  many 
volunteers,  so  a  sincere  thanks  goes  to  all  of  them.  In  1993, 
the  Adopt  An  Open  Space  Program  will  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  Public  land  clean-up  activities  to  continue. 

In  another  river  clean  up,  volunteers  united  with  the 
Prineville  District's  Central  Oregon  Resource  Area  staff  to 
clean  trash  along  a  25-mile  expanse  of  the  John  Day  River 
during  National  River  Clean  Up  Week  (May  2-3,  1992). 
By  day,  volunteers  floated  a  mild  stretch  of  the  river, 
collecting  tmck  loads  of  trash  while  basking  in  the  spring 
sunshine.  By  night,  volunteers  enjoyed  a  picnic  social  and 
camp-out  under  the  clear,  starry  skies  of  northeastern 
Oregon.  National  River  Clean  Up  Week  1993  promises 
more  volunteer  river  clean-up  opportunities.

Resource  Rehabilitation 
Events  and  Projects 

•  Students  from  Spray  High  School  and  the  Monu- 
ment School  District  joined  Central  Oregon  Resource 
Area  staff  in  an  Oregon  Arbor  Week  tree  planting 
celebration  (April  9, 1992).  In  spite  of  the  wet  weather, 
46  enthusiastic  students  participated  in  the  event.  The 
trees,  donated  by  Blue  Sky  Nursery  in  Prineville  and 
Bend  Pine  Nursery  in  Bend,  were  planted  at  a  popular 
boat  launch  and  camping  area  near  Service  Creek  in 
an  effort  to  rehabilitate  the  site. 
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•  Young  ponderosa  pine  and  black  alder  trees  now 
have  their  roots  in  the  soil  at  Mule  Shoe  Campground, 
located  on  the  banks  of  the  John  Day  River,  thanks  to 
33  hard  working  volunteers.  Boy  Scout  troop  322 
from  Albany,  Oregon,  and  several  interested  indi- 
viduals joined  Central  Oregon  Resource  Area  staff  in 
planting  the  trees.  These  trees  will  provide  much 
needed  shade  to  campground  visitors  and  habitat  for 
wildlife  in  the  campground.  In  addition,  volunteers 
cleaned  up  litter  in  the  campground.  Volunteers  went 
home  that  night  with  sore  muscles  and  a  feeling  of 
stewardship  for  the  land  in  this  partnership  effort  with 
BLM. 

•  Ochoco  Chapter  of  Trout  Unlimited  joined  the 
Prineville  District  fisheries  staff  for  willow  planting 
along  the  South  Fork  of  the  Crooked  River.  About  50 
people  from  all  over  Oregon  participated.  It  was  truly 
a  family  event  with  ages  ranging  from  5  years  old  to 
65  years,  each  working  side-by-side,  enjoying  the 
outdoors  and  a  chance  to  give  something  back  to 
nature. 

•  Members  of  the  Alfalfa,  Oregon  Neighborhood 
Watch  Program  joined  the  Deschutes  Resource  Area 
staff  in  rehabilitating  a  heavily-used  recreation  site 
known  as  Reynolds  Pond.  Volunteers  worked  a  total 
of  120  hours  installing  a  pedestrian  cattleguard  and 
picnic  table,  repairing  fence,  and  cleaning  up  over 
6,000  pounds  of  trash  within  and  adjacent  to  the  pond. 
Overall,  the  project  was  an  excellent  success  by 
increasing  public  awareness  and  public  land  steward- 
ship on  the  Prineville  District. 


•  Seven  individuals  from  the  Central  Or- 
egon Youth  Conservation  Corp  (CO  YCQ 
of  Madras,  Oregon  took  pride  in  contrib- 
uting 450  hours  towards  an  effort  to  reha- 
bilitate the  8-mile  Trout  Creek  Trail  be- 
tween Mecca  Flat  and  the  Trout  Creek 
Recreation  Area.  These  volunteers  re- 
moved vegetation  on  the  foot  path;  re- 
paired fences,  walkthroughs,  and  retain- 
ing walls;  and  installed  foot  bridges. 

•  A  total  of  1 3  members  from  the  Redmond, 
Salem,  and  Prineville  Chapters  of  Oregon 
Hunters  Association  joined  the  Deschutes 
Resource  Area  range  and  wildlife  staff  in 
alargejunipercontrolproject  in  Sherwood 
Canyon,  north  of  Smith  Rock  State  Park. 
The  project,  designed  to  improve  wildlife 

habitat,  was  overall  deemed  successful.  This  project 
significantly  benefited  the  continued  community 
outreach  effort  on  the  Prineville  District. 

•  Approximately  29  students  enrolled  in  the  four-part 
lecture  "Legacies  -  Passport  in  Time"  at  Central 
Oregon  Community  College  participated  in  one  of 
the  largest  volunteer  archaeological  excavations  ever 
held  on  the  Prineville  District.  By  combining  survey 
and  testing  work  with  education  and  public  outreach, 
this  excellent  project  enhanced  public  appreciation 
and  understanding  of  cultural  resources. 

•  Eight  motivated  volunteers  assisted  the  Deschutes 
Resource  Area  wildlife  staff  by  installing  two  wildlife 
guzzlers,  including  placement  of  holding  tanks  and 
fencing  to  enclose  the  project.  Their  volunteer  effort 
gready  supported  the  wildlife  program. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  above  volunteer  projects  are 
among  numerous  ongoing  efforts  to  give  the  public  a 
chance  to  see  how  their  public  lands  are  managed.  We 
design  all  of  our  projects  and/or  individual  positions  to  be 
exciting  and  fun,  and  encourage  you  to  come  and  experi-

Each  year  BLM  resource  specialists  identify  projects  which  will  enhance  or  maintain  resource  values  on  public  land  within  the 
Prineville  District.  In  addition,  requests  are  received  from  the  public  for  uses  of  the  public  land  including  rights-of-way,  land 
exchanges  and  recreational  events.  A  necessary  part  of  the  planning  for  these  projects  and  use  authorizations  is  the  environmental 
documentation.  The  following  table  lists  environmental  assessments  (EAs)  projected  for  completion  during  fiscal  year  1993  and 
which  have  not  appeared  in  previous  planning  update  documents.  Maps  2,  3,  and  4  depict  the  location  of  each  of  these  projects. 
Gaps  in  numerical  sequence  occur  where  EAs  have  been  completed,  where  a  number  has  been  assigned  to  a  project  requiring  a 
Categorical  Exclusion  or  where  we  have  included  proposed  EAs  from  last  fiscal  year  which  have  not  been  included  in  a  prior  EA 
Register. 

If  you  would  like  to  be  involved  in  the  planning  process  for  any  particular  project  or  would  simply  like  to  receive  a  copy  of  a 
certain  EA  for  review,  note  the  EA  register  number  and  contact  the  District  Environmental  Coordinator.  This  should  be  done  as 
early  as  possible  to  allow  for  full  consideration  of  your  input. 

Some  additional  EAs  will  be  prepared  for  projects  not  listed  here.  This  is  because  BLM  can't  anticipate  all  projects  or  use 
authorizations  which  will  be  generated  by  public  demand.  However,  beginning  this  fiscal  year,  a  notice  of  availability  will  be 
published  for  all  EAs  and  Findings  of  No  Significant  Impact  (FONSIs).  These  notices  will  be  published,  as  required,  in  the 
Central  Oregontan,  the  local  Prineville  newspaper,  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of  each  month.  In  addition,  the  notices  will 
generally  be  published  in  whatever  newspaper  is  local  to  the  project.  This  will  enable  the  public  to  become  involved  to  whatever 
extent  desired  in  all  of  our  environmental  documentation  and  project  planning.

Introduction 

The  second  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  Update  for 
the  Brothers  Environmental  Impact  Statement  (EIS)  area  was 
published  in  December  1990.  The  purpose  of  this  third  RPS 
Update  is  to  bring  you  up-to-date  on  all  grazing  allotment- 
related  activities  that  have  occurred  since  publication  of  the 
last  RPS  Update. 

Since  then,  all  remaining  Category  I  and  M  allotments  have 
been  evaluated  by  interdisciplinary  teams  and  agreements 
have  been  implemented  which  have  changed  the  livestock 
grazing  management  on  Public  Land  in  the  EIS  area.  We  are 
now  concentrating  our  efforts  on  implementing  management 
through  agreements,  decisions  and/or  management  plans, 
construction  of  necessary  range  improvement  projects, 
continued  monitoring  to  determine  our  progress  and  livestock 
use  supervision  to  ensure  compliance  with  use  authorizations. 

The  Record  of  Decision  (ROD)  for  the  Two  Rivers  Resource 
Management  Plan  (RMP)  was  published  in  June  1986.  Since 
then,  monitoring  has  been  initiated  on  all  category  I  and  M 
allotments,  as  well  as  on  some  C  category  allotments,  to 
provide  a  baseline  for  future  management  direction.  The 
formal  interdisciplinary  evaluation  process  for  the  nearly  100 
category  I  and  M  allotments  began  in  1991.  The  original 
schedule  calling  for  completion  of  all  evaluations  by  the  end 
of  fiscal  year  1993  has  been  modified  due  to  drought 
concerns  and  other  workload,  and  may  be  further  modified  as 
we  shift  priority  toward  implementing  management  on  public 
land  important  for  the  long-range  recovery  of  anadromous 
fish  habitat.  The  present  schedule  calls  for  completion  of  all 
evaluations  by  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1994. 

This  second  RPS  Update  will  bring  you  up-to-date  on  all 
grazing  allotment-related  activities  that  have  occurred  since 
publication  of  the  Two  Rivers  ROD  in  1986.  An  RPS  Update 
was  published  for  this  planning  area  in  August  1990,  but  was 
simply  a  restatement  of  the  information  presented  in  the  Two 
Rivers  ROD  and  a  solicitation  for  involvement  in  our 
allotment  planning  process.  No  summary  of  work  completed 
up  to  that  point  was  presented. 


The  ROD  for  the  John  Day  RMP  was  published  in  August 
1985.  Following  redisricting  of  BLM  land  in  Oregon, 
management  of  the  majority  of  this  RMP  area  was  transferred 
from  the  Bums  District  to  the  Prineville  District  in  1987.  In 
November  1990,  the  first  RPS  Update  was  published  which 
summarized  accomplishments. 

This  second  RPS  Update  will  bring  you  up-to-date  on  all 
grazing  allotment-related  activities  that  have  occurred  since 
the  last  RPS  Update  in  1990.  Monitoring  has  been  initiated 
on  all  but  four  of  the  33  category  I  and  M  allotments  to 
provide  a  baseline  for  future  management  direction.  The 
formal  interdisciplinary  evaluation  process  for  these  allot- 
ments began  in  1990  (first  round  results  were  published  in  the 
RPS  Update)  and  continues.  Due  to  a  change  in  management 
category  from  "C"  to  "I"  or  "M"  for  19  allotments  in  1990, 
the  interdisciplinary  evaluation  process  will  continue  at  least 
through  fiscal  year  1995.  In  addition,  the  schedule  may  be 
further  modified  as  we  shift  priority  toward  implementing 
management  on  public  land  important  for  the  long-range 
recovery  of  anadromous  fish  habitat. 

Affected  Interests 

Following  issuance  of  this  RPS  Update,  there  will  be  a  30- 
day  comment  period  for  the  public  to  request  affected  interest 
status.  If  you  believe  that  any  of  the  future  actions  indicated 
in  the  RPS  Update  may  affect  your  interests,  contact  the 
Prineville  District  Manager  in  writing  within  this  timeframe. 
Please  advise  us  as  to  the  specific  future  actions  which  are  of 
concern  to  you,  the  allotment(s)  involved,  and  your  reason  for 
believing  that  you  have  an  interest  which  can  be  affected  by 
the  proposed  future  actions.  The  District  Manager  will 
provide  those  determined  to  have  an  affected  interest  with  an 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  development  of  the  livestock 
grazing  management  plans  in  the  identified  allotments.

Management  was  changed  from  season 
long  to  winter/spring  in  riparian  pastures.  Two  springs  were  developed  and  exclosed  to  improve  wildlife 
habitat,  livestock/wildlife  water  supplies  and  tributary  water  quality.

An  agreement  was  developed  following  the  1991  allotment  evaluation.  Early  spring  grazing  was 
modified  to  rotate  between  two  pastures.  An  additional  riparian  improvement  objective  was  adapted. 

The  1991  evaluation  found  that  resource  objectives  are  being  met  under  existing  management.  No 
changes  were  proposed. 

The  allotment  name  was  changed  to  Frog  Springs.  The  1991  evaluation  found  that  the  current  manage- 
ment is  meeting  resource  objectives.  Frog  Springs  Creek  has  been  exclosed  from  grazing  by  construction 
of  200  yards  of  fence. 

The  1991  evaluation  recommended  no  management  or  stock  rate  changes.  Gap  fences  in  Deschutes 
River  tributary  canyons  were  repaired,  gates  locked  and  pedestrian  walkovers  installed  to  facilitate  better 
livestock  control.

For  watershed  improvement,  wildlife  habitat  enhancement,  and  range  improvement,  200  acres  of  a 
sagebrush  monoculture  in  early  serai  condition  were  burned  and  seeded  to  perennial  grasses. 

For  fisheries  improvement:  one  mile  juniper  riprap  and  ten  fish  structures.  For  watershed  enhancement: 
six  juniper  cuts  totaling  485  acres  (Section  28,  85  acres;  Nelson  Creek,  90  acres;  Weddle,  155  acres;

As  a  result  of  evaluation,  the  season-long  grazing  use  has  been  changed  to  4/1-5/15,  with  each  of  the  two 
pastures  rested  every  other  year.  The  active  preference  has  been  reduced  from  1,743  AUMs  to  600 
AUMs. 

Subsequent  to  evaluation,  an  agreement  was  signed  changing  predominantly  fall  use  to  early  spring  to 
improve  the  riparian  values,  and  active  use  was  reduced  from  80  AUMs  to  48  AUMs. 

The  evaluation  was  implemented  by  agreement.  The  grazing  treatment  was  changed  from  season-long  to 
deferred  rotation  and  active  use  was  reduced  from  292  AUMs  to  212  AUMs. 

Under  an  AMP,  use  in  the  allotment  was  reduced  from  540  AUMs  to  383  AUMs.

Medusahead  grass  control  work  was  begun  with  a  300-acre  prescribed  burn  (Cow  Gulch  Prescribed 
Burn). 

The  St.  Claire  Fence  (1.3  mi.)  and  three  spring  developments  (Wildcat,  Poison  and  Pasture)  have  been 
completed  to  enable  improved  grazing  management. 

One  cattleguard  was  installed  along  a  public  road  to  reduce  recreation/livestock  conflicts.  The  West  Fork 
Fence  (0.8  mi.)  was  constructed  to  assist  in  implementation  of  the  evaluation. 

The  Big  Baldy  Boundary  Fence  (2.5  mi.)  was  reconstructed  to  alleviate  a  problem  with  stray  livestock. 

The  Blue  Basin  Spring  was  developed  to  provide  dependable  water  for  livestock  and  wildlife.  This  was  a 
permittee-installed  development. 

The  Rockpile  Riparian  Fence  (1  mile)  was  constructed  to  protect  riparian  values  along  the  South  Fork 
John  Day  River.  The  Rockpile  Spring  provides  dependable  water  for  livestock  and  wildlife. 

Nothaft  Spring  was  developed  to  provide  dependable  water  for  livestock  and  wildlife  and  to  enhance  the 
grazing  management.
